II any one wants money Iron 1 , 
you write mo and I will no doubt have 
plenty" A letter from Mr. Murray, of the 
firm of Wilson & Murray of this city, dated 
HcCullocb's Creek, May 27th, mentions that 
Mr. James Orr (lately one of the employeos 
of tho firm) was taking §10 a day to the 
haud out of his claim on this creek, and that 
a man named Donald formerly of Cariboo, 
was washing out au ounco a day to tho hand. 
He is of opinion that the country will turn 
out well in the fall. All the accounts agree 
that little can bo dona at present and say 
that had it not been for the supplies brought 
up the Columbia thero would be very few 
men left in the diggings. Tho number of 
men on the two creeks is estimated ut from 
400 to 500 persons. But many wero waiting 
for favorable reports to return and commence 
operations. 



two miles above the Discovery Company 
several sbufts were bottomod, finding the 
color but nothing more. Ono company is 
still sinking. They are down 30 feet, and 
havo struck gravel balow the clay in which 
they found a few fine colors. Tho company 
are determined to roach bedrock if possible. 
Many in tho vicinity aro just awaiting the 
results of this shaft. 

On French creek, for three or four miles, 
there is very little snow ; above that thero is 
still snow to the depth ol two foet and up- 
wards. 

The Monroe Company is the only one 
Inking out pay. For tho week ending May 
26th the company divided §10 to the intei- 
est over wages. 

The other companies wore building wheels, 
making dams and cutting races to turn the 
bed of the creek, but the high water had 
almost completely stopped nil work. Thir- 
teen houses are being built on speculation. — 
The number of men en both creeks ia eat i- 
matod at 500 ; about 90 are at the steamboat 
landing. 

Every day we havo men returning, somo 
giving unfavorable descriptions of the place, 
others again think mere favorably of the 
creeks, and are of opinion that money will 
be taken out as soon as .ho watar goes down. 
It will bo five or six weeks yet before money 
will bo taken out, and men coming here had 
not sulficient means to last, so they had to 
go to Cariboo or elsewhere. Sandy Fortune 
thinks favorably of it. He intends returning 
in a month. 

Tho steamer Forty-nine was expected up 
yesterday. The steamer Marten is in sight. 

A report is just spread about a strike at 
Froncb creek. I will try to find where it 
comes from.

Cuarge op Boat Stealing. — Two young 
men named Edward Barnes and Albert 
Cleveland were brought before the Police 
Magistrate yesterday cn tho separate charges ^ a company ^on F 
of stealing boats belonging to the Fidelit-r, 
valued at S75, to tho Metropolis, value- at 
the same amount, aud to William Seeley, val" 
ued at $100. Mr. Courtney appeared for the 
accused. Tho charges were only partly gone 
into. Officer Abson proved that in conse- 
quence of information received, he procood- 
ed on Saturday morning to Ross Bay, where 
he found tho prisoners in possession of two 
boats, which he was informed belonged to 
tho Fideliter and Metropolis, Mr. Couch 
and another witness identified the Fideliter's 
boat, which was stolen about six weeks ago. 
The charge of stealing Seeley's boat was 
dismissed, thero being no evidonce. Both 
prisoners were remanded for one day on the 
charge of stealing the Fideliter's boat. In 
respect of the Metropolis boat Cleveland 
called a young man named Butt, formerly in 
tho police force, to provo that the boat had 
been purchased by Barnes bolero Cleveland 
made his acquaintance, consequently the 
chargo was dismissed as against Cleveland. 
In answer to an enquiry from the bench Bull 
stated that the boats wore engaged in 
carrying dry and wet goods across tho 
Sound. 



In Vino Veritas — A Fenian in Quod.— 
James Rogors was charged yesterday bo- 
fore the Police Magistrate with creating a 
disturbance and smashing glasses at the 
Exchange on Stors street. Tho complain* 
not stated that on reluming from a ride on 
Saturday uftornoon, ho found the accused in 
bis place somewhat intoxicated, and talking 
Fenianism ; he was very insulting and loud 
in his threats of what ha should do when 
the Fenians came. Tho accused got into 
altercation with a marine, and smashed a 
tumbler on the marine's head, cutting 
him on the temple. Complainunt put the 
Fenian out, when the latter rushed into tho 
house with a big stone in his hand, and 
threatened tho complainant, who protected 
himself with a life preserver, and put the 
man out again. Another witness was called, 
who fully testified to the violent conduct of 
tho accused. Rogors indulged in all kinds 
of recriminations against tba complainant, 
but the Magistrate imposed a lino of $20, or 
two months' imprisonment, leaving it to thn 
accused to apply for a summons against the 
complainaul (Mr. Welch) if be could show 
that undue violence waa used in ejecting 
him.

Indiuns and they all turned of! tho road 
and did not return; thero was another In-> 
dian iu a red Blanket came past ; I said " that 
Indian is not a good man, ho does not belong 
to my tribe"; ho first said ho belonged to 
Nanaimo otid afterwards to Quamichan ; 1 
seo tho Indian Chonute in court; havo 
known him some limo ; I saw him in the 
ranch over the ferry on Saturday ; 1 saw 
spots of blood on his blanket ; 1 see them 
now but not so distinctly ; he did not appear 
to like my examining his blanket ; ho did not 
appear to know mo ; others were with me ; 
he said ho was going to help tho Chinaman to 
iecover his goods when ho struck him iu the 
head ; he told mo deceased was " no good" 
and hod been in tho chain gang ; deceased 
staggered along the road as if half drunk ; 
Uhenuto was more drunk than tho other. 

Chenute, re-examined — I did not see the 
man (Eraser) ou Monday last j 1 saw tho Chi- 
naman washing his face at Merrinian's house. 
[ The evidence huro became too contradictory 
lor publication, witness pretended not to un- 
derstand Cbenook until witnesses stated that 
they had conversed with him iu that lan- 
guage.] 

Robert Irving, sworn — I am a laborer re- 
siding at Cedar ilill j I remember Monday 
last | I saw a Chinaman coming down the 
road from .Merriman's, ubout ono o'clock, with 
his face cut and tho blood running i afler- 
warda I saw two Indians; the first Indian 
was not sober; I saw the body ol tho first 
Indian r.t the dead house ; the Chinaman 
pointed out deceased as the Indian who struck 
him ; Fraser asked him why he did it ; he 
did not reply but went towards town, and 
soon after joined the other Indians and went 
over tho rucks; Chenute I identify as one of 
the other two; ho was half drunk ; I asked 
him if he knew deceased ; he said ho did not 
know anything about hiin ; I gave him a 
small piece of tobacco ; he said deoeasod be- 
longed to a Nanaimo tribe; when I was 
going home in the evening I heard tho In- 
dians lighting and two shots fired. 

Drs, Turner and Hag/fin considered from 
the nature of the wound that death was 
caused by a fall. 

Officer Tenniel re-examined by Mr. Cop- 
land-T-Tlie body of deceased was put into 
wugon an this aide of the Oakland Hotel and 
taken out near the Bridge Tavern ; it was 
taken out and given lo tho Indians because 
I did not care to drive a dead body through 
the town ; I locked at the coats but did not 
■xamine ihe sleeves; the coats wero at my 
feet all the time und did not come into con- 
tact with the body, there was no blood in 
the fore part of the wagon ; I do not think I 
said on a former ocoasion that J was sorry I 
had not examined tho coats beforo putting 
th<3in into tho wagon ; 1 did not boo any 
blood on the coats before putting them into 
the wagon ; the head ol tho body was towards 
(he horses j I compared tho alone with the 
wound, and the shape corresponds with tho 
wound ; there was uo blood oozing from the 
wound when 1 first saw it 

Mrs. Merriman, sworn — Corroborated tho 
evidence of Fraser and Irving. 

Mr. Sneider—l live near Cedar Hill ; 
Hutch was at my house on Tuesday morning 
last about hall-pas', five or six; he asked 
me if I had heard the Indians lighting during 
the night ? I said I hud, and that I believed 
by the cries they had killed someone; we 
went up (Ford, lluleh and my boy) ; when 
wo got to where tho Indians woie wo saw 
blood on Ihe road ; 1 saw an Indian and 
asked him what was the matter? they told 
me three men had killod thoir litHcum, but 
did not know who; they saw Hatch with me; 
I told them to gee a doctor ; Chenute suul 
it was too far; deceased was not dead Ihon 
und 1 told Ihein he would get over ; I thought 
ho was more drunk than anything else ; they 
told mo deceased never drank whiskey ; I 
joked Hatch and the others about liuving 
done it ; I do not know who they suspected; 
I was only joking wiln the boys and did not 
for a moment think they had done it; Che- 
uut'- spoke to me in Cbenook. 

Nathaniel Loder corroborated the evidence 
of Sneider. 

The jury at tho conclusion of tho enquiry 
found a verdict '•That tho deceased Indian 
Machiol died from a wound on the back of 
ihe head, but how caused there has beeu uo 
evidence to show "
